Claim 5 (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 3, wherein the medium is 

Leibovitz's L15 containing 10% (vol/vol) foetal bovine serum and 2 Mm L-glutamine, and 
wherein the cell line is grown at a temperature of 37° C in the absence of C02. 

Claim 6 (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 3, wherein the medium is 
changed at least every 4 days. 



Claim 7 (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 3, wherein the cell line is 
plated and grown in a culture plate after achieving cell confluence, wherein the plate is 
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stored under the same incubation conditions as those used for growing the cell line, and 
wherein ghrelin production is measured using an immunoassay kit.
